Board ol Eiaminers agreed with plaintiff 
to publish said proposed amendments in 
the Beno Gazette, daily for u period of two 
weeks, the compensation there lor to bo 
according to the rates specified by ths law 
of 1887, p. 135, relating to official adver- 
tising. The continued and lull publication 
of these amendments was necessary, and 
was for the purpose of giving general in- 
formation of their objects and provisions, 
that the electors might vote thereon un- 
derstandingly. 


The Special Election law directs their 


daily publication for two weeks; the con- 
tract made by the Board of Eiaminers 
with plaintiff stipulates for their daily in- 
sertion; and the plaintiff in conformity with 
such law and contract did publish the 
game daily in the Keno Gazette for two 
weeks.

and plunged it through Belhard's body.
